Destruction to 
trails, to roads and to telephone lines 
requires from the forest service a con- 
tinuous and ever-growing expenditure 
in repairs alone since a single flood 
wipes out all or nearly all the work of 
previous seasons. 


At present, Chief Engineer Reagan 


is cooperating with the forestry work 
by the erection of telephone lines on 
high places, such as from the San Ga- 
>riel project or its vicinity, for the pur- 
pose of keeping watch of the storm 
waters during the winter when those 
localities are practically 
inaccessible. 


These lines will also assist in keeping 
watch for fires which in the past have 
done irreparable damage. The connec- 
tion between forest fires and floods is 
close, since districts denuded of vvege- 
tation allow waters to run off too freely, 
causing damage which increases as the 
area becomes more barren. These bar- 
ren tracts also fail to gather and to 
harbor water which would otherwise'be 


onserved for irrigation.

st service appropriations, without a 
bought to the question of the aesthetic 
nd the health-giving phase of forestry.

All Guns Loaded 


In the daily papers of last week appeared the accounts of 


two fatalities due to the discharge of guns supposed, until the 
instant of disaster, to have been unloaded. In each instance 
ths participants in the tragedy were of youthful years, in one 
case mere children. The lesson is obvious enough, but there 
have been countless similar lessons. The young appear to be 
very careless students. Even the most impressive facts do hot 
appeal to them, and admonition appears to mean nothing. 


The Pasadena Post, in a recent editorial, had the following 


pointed suggestions regarding a loaded gun: 


Every gun should be regarded as loaded and equipped with a 


hair trigger. The trick of pointing a gun in fun andjkilling a 
friend after jovial expression of intent to kill him, should be 
rated as a crime. Leaving deadly weapons within reach of child- 
ren is a grossly stupid and dangerous act. A little boy who 
gets hold of a gun never considers that there is a charge of 
shot in it. Invariably he will be guided by the faith that is in 
him. So certain is he that there is no harm in. aiming the 
weapon and going through the form of discharging it, that al- 
most invariably he will do these things. Perhaps it has hap- 
pened that the gun really was empty. This will cause a new 
trial with the next gun available, and very often, death is the 
result.

Rigid separation of the youngster and the instrument ol 


homicide is suggested by circumstances. Also the wisdom of 
accepting as an established verity that there is a load in each 
gun. 


Early Marriages Best 
" 


" Early marriage has been often held up as one cause of di- 


vorce. Now a Chicago judge, who has heard 6,500 divorce 
cases in two years, urges early marriage as the best way for 
young people to avoid the causes which lead to separations and 
wrecked homes. 
This is only one essential, however. He further stipulates 


that the young man must have a job, and it must be the right 
girl 
In the girl's interest we assume that the right young man 


is also implied. Such a union does not go wrong. Yet, it is 
imperative that there be no mistake in judgment, as to both being 
right. When married, they should start fighting for a home, he 
stipulates. He would have them do their fighting for that ob- 
ject and not to get the better of each other. Certainly that 
would help in making a happy marriage. 
"Too many couples," he says, "insist on having bank ac- 


counts, furnished homes and automobiles all ready before they 
marry, and in waiting for these things they grow selfish. They 
want things their own way. When things go wrong they rush 
into the divorce court. They won't givejn and the future of 
their children does not concern them." 


And the worst of it lies in that so many appear to regard 


a marriage failure as a rather spicy episode, as something scarce- 
ly to be regretted, since it can soon be mended by another mar- 
riage. A marriage failure is not more commendable than any 
other kind of a failure.—Exchange. 


Small Claims Court 


Is Boon To Litigants 


At the last session of the legislature 


an act was passed creating the small 
claims court as an adjunct to the jus- 
tice court. For the first few months af- 
ter its creation there was. very little 
use for this branch of the justice court, 
but as its availability has become more 
widely known the number of cases filed 
there has increased rapidly and there is 
now a tendency to file all claims in this 
department over which it has jurisdic- 
tion. 


In order that everyone in this town- 


ship who may have occasion to use the 
small claims court may be informed as 
to the jurisdiction and procedure of this 
court I will explain what cases may be 
filed there and the manner in which 
they are triad. 


First, however, it is interesting to 


know that there are no costs involved 
in proceedings in the small claims court. 
There is no filing fee, as in actions filed- 
in the justice court, and there is no fee 
for service. Service is obtained by send- 
ing a copy of the affidavit to the alleg- 
ed debtor with an order to appear on a 
certain date and have his witnesses with 
him. This is done by registered mail and 
no judgment ~can be. entered unless the 
return card is received showing receipt 
by the defendant or his agent. This is 
an advantage to both, the plaintiff and 
defendant, as- it* does- not mean that 
when an action is brought a poor debtor 
who is unable to pay will have his debt 
increased by the costs of the action; and 
to the plaintiff it avoids the. necessity 
of increasing a debt (sometimes not col- 
lectable) by advancing the costs. 


The jurisdiction of the small claims 


court is confined to claims less than fif- 
ty dollars, and to cases where the de- 
fendant is a resident of this township. 
No claims can be filed either where the 
claim is over fifty dollars or where the 
defendant lives in another township. 
Nor can suits for damages be filed 
there, its jurisdiction being confined to 
actions on accounts and contracts, ex- 
press or implied. 
The procedure is made as simple as 


possible and it is just as easy to file an 
action in this court as it is to send out 
a statement; really easier, because the 
judge fills out the affidavit and the 
plaintiff has only to inform the judge 
the amount of the claim, the residence 
of the defendant, and sign his name. 


There is one limitation which, in some 


cases, may be a disadvantage. No at- 
torneys are allowed to practice in this 
court. If, .however, the plaintiff feels 
that an attorney is necessary to protect 
his rights he can bring his action in the 
justice-court; the small claims court be- 
ing merely ah alternative mode of pro- 
cedure, and -the plaintiff may elect to 
bring his action in either court. Also, 
because the plaintiff has the choice of 
suing in the small claims court, having 
elected to do so and to take advantage 
of its procedure, he cannot appeal from 
the decision. Aa the defendant has no 
choice in the matter, he has the right to 
aupeal to the superior court.

ROCK THAT CAN BE SAWED 


Oregon Product That -Would 
Seem 


to Have Peculiar and Most 


, Valuable Properties. 


Tufa, -a volcanic ash rock, with prop- 


erties possessed by no other stone, is 
being quarried near the town of Mount 
Angel, Ore., the only place in the 
United States where it has been found 
in sufficient quantities for commercial 
use. The stone Is first blasted out and 
is then hauled to a mill and handled 
like lumber. It Is cut Into blocks or 
"boards" of any desired dimensions. 
Saws, planers and drills are used on 
It exactly RS In a lumber or planing 
mill. The finished product closely re- 
sembles lumber, but Is cut only in 
short lengths. It Is a light-gray color, 
with spots of white running through 
it, and weighs only 80 pounds to the 
cubic foot, about one-half the weight 
of common building stone. 
~A peculiar characteristic of the Ore- 
gon tufa is that It can be nnlled. 
Nails are driven Into it easily as Into 
oak and other hardwoods, but are 
harder to pull out. Tufa furniture, 
nailed together, has been made ex- 
perimentally. It is regularly used for 
fence posts, moldings, sills and many 
other, purposes where nailing is re- 
quired. Recently it has been discov- 
ered that when pulverized It makes a 
soft, velvety powder which is an ex- 
cellent filler for rubber. 
It is pre- 


dicted that It will supplant all ether 
materials for this purpose, thus utiliz- 
ing the refuse.—Horace E. Thomas in 
Popular Mechanics Magazine.

the Palais des Thermos a truly «plen- 
dld abode. An aqueduct brought pure 
and wholesome water from the springs 
of Rungis, that is, about three leagues 
from the center of Paris.

longest part of its course it was-un- 
derground, but it crossed the valley 
of Arcuell by a series of high arches, 
some foundations of which time has 
respected, admirably constructed and 
finished like the walls of the hall of 
Thermes."—De Qullhermy. 


N. B.—The Roman remains, 
always 


known as Palais des Thermes, in the 
garden adjoining the Hotel de Cluny, 
probably belong to buildings erected 
A. D. 300, when Paris was a Gallo- 
Roman town, by Constantlus Chlorus. 
It has been sometimes affirmed that 
Emperor 
Julian the Apostate wa« 


proclaimed and resided here, but it is 
far more probable that he lived on 
the Island in the Seine, and that these 
buildings were simply those of mag- 
nlnwfmtrlbathg. The most perfect part 
of the baths Js a great hall, decided to 
have been the frlgldarlum, which li 
exceedingly massive and majestic; of 
the tepldarlum, only the ruined walla 
remain.—"Walks In Paris," Augustus

Too Much Expected of Milk. 


The use of milk as a food has been 


so extensively exploited by the milk 
Interests that there exists a somewhat 
erroneous idea about it which a recent 
speaker, before the American Pedja- 
:rlc society, is endeavoring to correct. 
These errors principally concern the 
;roup of. children between the ages of 
one and six years. 
These errors 


might be classified under the headings: 
L. Prolonged use of milk as an ex- 
clusive article of diet. 2. Increased 
quantities of milk given along with 
other foods. 
Milk might not only be 


used too long as an exclusive article 
of diet and in excessive quantities 
with other foods, but its nutritional 
value might be injured by boiling. The 
laity were taught, and rightly so, that 
milk was an ideal breeding place for 
germs, and that the growth of "these 
germs might be inhibited by keep- 
Ing the milk on ice or the milk might 
be brought to a boll. The use of boiled 
milk was becoming more prevalent 
and many injuries to nutrition oc- 
curred.

which was contained 19 times In the 
length of the whohe body. 


Greek artists adopted these propor- 


tions until it was established that the 
face must be a tenth part and the 
head an eighth part of the total 
height of the body. The face was di- 
vided Into three equal parts—from the 
roots of the hair to the root of the 
nose; from the root of the nose to its 
point, and from the end of the nose 
to the chin.

PUT ANTIQUARIANS IN FLURRY 


Historic Old .English Building, Long 


Hidden Under "Improvements," 


Recently Brought to Light. 


Lost for centuries, a building of his- 


toric and civic Importance was dis- 
covered at Hereford, England, owing 
to the collapse of a modern chimney 
in the Booth Hall hotel during repairs. 
The, building ta an ancient, timber- 
built structure known as the Booth 
Hall. According to local antiquarians 
a license was granted In 1884 for the 
purchase of the site for a municipal 
building, and it was afterward used as 
a house of detention for freemen -and 
bankrupts. 
When the chimney col- 


lapsed parts of the roof and the ceil- 
ings of upper bedrooms were brought 
down, and some fine oak beams and 
rafters were exposed. 
Closer exami- 


nation showed the portions of carved 
and -molded work. A member of the 
Hereford Woolhope club, a local soci- 
ety whose chief Interest is the preser- 
vation of ancient work of the county, 
persuaded the owners to restore the 
building, and after the partitions and 
ceilings of the old attic bedrooms had 
been removed three handsome ham- 
mer-beam principals and two tie-beam 
principals were discovered, the ham- 
mer-beams having 
carved 
brackets, 


with figureheads, and 
the 
tie-beam 


principals with paneled king posts 
contained beautiful tracery 
panels. 


Cusped wind-braces between the prin- 
cipals decorate and strengthen 
the 


structure.

Her Marriage to King of France 


Was Arranged. 


•Anne of Austria, whose full name 


was Marie Anne Maurlcette, was the 
daughter of Philip III of Spain and 
Marguerite of Austria. Her marriage 
to Louis XIII, king of France, was ar- 
ranged by the rulers of {he two coun- 
tries to bind them together. Anne was 
but eleven years old when she was 
betrothed to Louis, which plainly 
proves .that she did not marry from 
choice. 


The -marriage ceremony took place 


in France. Louis was unable to meet 
his consort when she arrived 
In 


France, so he sent 
his 
favorite, 


Luynes, to meet her with a note from 
his majesty. At this time the dark 
clouds of uuhapplness which were to 
mar their future married life were 
not visible, and Anne sent in answer 
to Louis' gallant note, a charming 
message In her own musical language.

The Bitter End. 


The expression "bitter end," as when

windlass between them, and they are 
used to secure the cable that goes to 
the anchor. These pieces of wood are 
called the bitts. When the ship comes 
to anchor and the cable Is paid out, 
all that part of It which is abaft or 
behind the bltts Is called the bitter 
end of the cable. 
In a storm or In 


poor holding ground for anchors the 
more cable that is paid out the better 
the anchor will hold, and when the 
captain is at all doubtful, he pays 
out his cable to the bitter end sooner 
than risk any harm to his ship.
